PARIS, March 27.—Containing 
neither any reference to the Monroe 
Doctrine nor to the Japanese pro- 
posal for recognition of the racial 
equality of nations, the draft of the 
covenant of the League of Nations

The draft was completed Wednes- 
day night at a sitting of the full 
commission and the covenant is ex- 
pected to be ready in. completed 
form early next weeks. two

SACRAMENTO, March 27.—Rep- 


resentatives of teachers’ associations 


in California protested tonight be- 
fore the Senate Judiciary Committee 
against the Gates bill, which would 
reduce the inheritance tax rates of 
California. It was claimed the pro- 
posed changes would reduce materi- 
ally the amount derived from this 
source by the State for support of 
the schools and for the teachers’ 
retirement salary fund. Under the 
present law, 64 per cent. of the taxes 
collected are paid into the retire- 
ment fund. 

Gates contended the proposed 
chang would result in time in a 
material increase in the amount col- 
lected. He said the high rates on 
inheritances had caused many 
wealthy people to maintain resi- 
dences elsewhere than in California, 
although they spent a greater part 
of their time in this State. 

Action on the bill was postponed 
until Tuesday, and a subcommittee 


was appointed to confer with Gates 
and the State Controller's office in 
an effort to reach a compromise on 
the Gates bill and a measure by Ke- 
hoe which would readjust the pres- 
ent rates.

German Depression Lifted by 
Ships’ Arrival. 


Supplies Land in Time to 


Prevent Crisis. 


Thirty-eight Teuton Vessels 
Turned Over to Allies. 


[BY CABLE AND ASSOCIATED PRESS. ] 
BERLIN, Wednesday, March °26.— 
With the arrive! of the first Amer- 
ican food ship yesterday and the 
conference of German financial ex- 
perts at Weimar today preparatory 
to going to Versailles, Sunday, Ger- 
many seems to feel that peace is 
nearer than at any other time. 

The feeling of depression which 
had been growing in every part of 
the country at the continued dis- 
ord and the increasing Spartacan 
riots, lifted, at least slightly, at the 
news that eoncrete results finally 


Peace Was been long in coming, 
the blockade has been tight, and the 
food relief has been slow in arriv- 
ing. so that In many sections of Gee- 
many there was a feeling, almost 
akin to despair. 

The arrival of the first American 
food ships was just in the nick of 
time to meet the crisis. The potato 
ration jn Greater Berlin was reduced 
this week to three pounds, and no 
fresh meat i# avatiable for issue to 
residents of cities. These residents 
are receiving canned meat from the 
remnants of the army's stores. 

Conditions in the illegitimate food 
trade offer one of the best indica- 
tione of the approaching exhaustion 
of food stocks. A month ago the 
average restaurateur could set be- 
fore customers whom he could trust 
lo protect him, and who had plenty 
of money, a meal of the most satis- 
factory sort, consisting of meat, eggs. 
butter, ete., without the use of a 
food card, and all obtained iilegiti- 
mately through direct access to the 
sources of supply. 

Now some of the restaurant pro- 
prietors are scouring the country 
daily, sending emissaries in all dl- 
rections, but their earlier sources of 
supply are almost @xhausted. They 
are able to get little food at any 
price simply because the supply no 
longer exists. In addition, private 
pérsonse with ample incomes now re- 
\port the same trouble in obtaining 
food from long-cultivated surrepti- 
tious sources, 

The first feeling of the average 
German when he learned of the ar- 
rival of the foo@ ships, as the corre- 
spondent found through conversa- 
tions with a large number of work- 
men and members of the middle 
class, was One of astonishment at 
the appearance of the ships so soon 
after the signature of the provision- 
ing agreement, The Germans hed 
come to think of American food 
rather a8 a theory than an actuality 
and could scarcely believe it had 
really reached here. Favorable 
comment was heard on ail sides of 
the business ability of the Amert- 
cans in getting such rapid action on 
the food programme. : 

HUN SHIPS SEAWORTHY.

JCAPTAIN WEISGERBER PRAISED

es for the defense today in the court- 
‘}martial of Capt. Edwin ~C, Weisger- 
ber, a gas and chemical engineer of 
Pittsburgh, charged with criminal 
offenses involving alleged disloyalty 
to tMe United Siates and sympathy 
with Germany. They testified that 
Weisgerber had been of invaluable 
assistance to the government in fur- 
nishing chemicals to various branch- 
ts of the army and navy and that 
they had never observed any un- 
patriotic action on Ris part. : 
Capts. CC. L. Harrod and Charles 
H. Ruth, connected with the photd 
graphic section of the army, each 
Jectared that Weiégerber had made 
and furnished to their department 
chemicais Which they were unable 
te oltain anywhere else. Marrod 
declared that his department was 
unable to obtain “metol,” a chemical 
used in the developing process in 
phetegraphy, the manufacture of 
which was largely confined to Ger- 
many before the war, and that Wels-. 
gerber was given a one-ounce sam- 
ple of the material and returned 
four or five days tater with one 
pound. He also testified that Weis- 
gerber furnished a dye compound 
which proved very satisfactory § in 
coloring motion picture films and 
assisted officers in other branches 
of the service In obtaining much- 
needed chemicals. Neither Capt. 
Harrod nor Capt. Ruth was - eross- 
examined. 
Maj. Oliver B. Zimmerman, who 
was Welsgerber’s superior officer In 
the Engineering Corps, described the 
defendant as “distinctly capabiefs” 
and his work as “completely satis- 
factory.” “I weuld be remiss ih 
my duty.’ he said, “if 1 should say 


Capt., Welisgerber was other than 
patriotic.” .

RUSSIAN POLICY. 


Foreign Minister Criticised, 
Defends Government. 
Says Allied Actions not War, 
but Salvation. 


viki is not Stopped.

PARIS (Wednesday) March 26.— 
Stephen Pichon, Foreign Minister. 
said this afternoon in the Chamber 
Sf Deputies that the struggle against 
the Bolsheviki was not a declaration 
of war against Russia. His address, 
which was made in reply to interpo- 
lations by Marcel Cachin and Er- 
nest Lafont, was bitterly criticised 
by Socialist Deputies, and for a 
time and greatest disorder prevailed 
in the chamber. 


After pointing out that the Allied 
policy in Russia was not a “war,” but 
a “pacifying policy,” M. Pichon said: 

“The Russian question is vital, a4 
it is necessary in the interest of 
peace to bar the westward route of 
Beishevisem. If we do not act the day 
Russia reawakens, she will find her- 
self the ally of Germany.” 

The session was suspended from 
5:45 to 6 o'clock, when the Social- 
ists renewed their attacks on the 
speaker. During M. Pichon's aé- 
dreas, Premier Clemenceau entered 
the chamber. It was his fi visit 
since he was wounded by Emile 
Cottin February 19. 

DENIES AIM OF INFLUENCE. 
Foreign Minister Pichon said the 
government had no desire to infiu- 
ence Russian internal politics, and 
that the French troops had been 
sent to Russia to assist the Czecho- 
Slovaks. 

The present ruling group in Rus- 
sia, he continued, had refused to 
call 4 conetituent assembly, and had 
sup ed all liberties. All the Al- 
lied’ nationg had sent troops to Rus. 
sia, with the intention of suppressing 
anarchy and establishing a normal 
government. Peace was impossible, 
he declared, lle the Allies are 
threatened by a Bolshevik army in 
— there were many German of- 
cere.

\REAMERS AND WASTRELS. 
“The morrow of an abortive revolu- 
tion,” wrote Guglielmo Ferrero, the ltalian 
historian, “has an atmosphere all ite own.” 


‘And abortive was the Progressive insurrec- 


tion of 1912 in American politics. The iees 
of that insurrection still come to the sur- 
face in ‘California’s capital. There you find 
gathered mercenary leaders without troops; 
zealots whose proposed reforms ran counter 
to the popular will; theorists whose Uto- 
pias are impossible of realization. They 
are now little more than so many devastat- 
ing barnacles attached to the ship of state. 

As far as The Times can ascertain the 
only groups that consent still to listen to 
their philosophies, heed their admonitions 
and flatter their vanities are the paid lob- 
byists of the labor unions and other par- 
ticular groups whose interest in them at- 
taches wholly to the Mfluence they sill 
hold over the Governor and the Senate; 
lobbyists who will espouse any cause or 
indorse any opinion that will win legislative 
votes, 

‘Most of these political derelicts have 


places on some State commission. They 


occupy administrative positions, but they 
leave the direction of their department to 
cunning political tricksters while they draw 
from the State treasury from $3000 to $5900 
a year and continue to build their paper 
Edens; slaves of their own illusions, as 
happy and irresponsible as certain inmates 
of asylums who believe themselves to be 
princes, kings and even God himself. 

The man _most contented with his lot 
We ever saw was an inmate of the Stock- 
ton asylum who believed himself to be Soc- 
rates. He had been a university student, 
one who/tried to work his way through 
college and starved his body to feed his 
mind until the weakened cells of his brain 


| collapsed. This left him with the happy 


filusion that he had acquired the wisdom 
of the ages, had bathed in the source of the 
all knowledge. The transition from a gar- 
ret to the sunny slopes of the asylum 
grounds was to him a sojourn in a villa 
of Athens. He gathered about him some 
harmless idiots and lectured to them in 
Greek. When the writer saw him he had 
twined olive twigs into a wreath about his 
forehead and wore an old dressing gown 
draped lika a Grecian mantle. The idiots 
gazed at him with awe im the squiless eyes 
and followed him about as though he were 
a veritable god. 

In the pursuit of unadulterated happinces 
this man alone of all we have met had 
attained the goal. He still lives in mem- 
ory, a flawless image of satisfied ambition. 
But he was not far removed from some of 
the dreamers who have taken up their 
abodes in the offices of the State commis- 
sions. 

Surrounded by this atmosphere the Gov- 
ernor himself lives; and it is this Arcadia 
that was rudcly invaded by the investi- 
gators appointed by the Governor to make 
a report on the consolidation of commis- 
sions and a retrenchment of State expense. 

Little wonder that the Capitol resembled 
a madhouse during the week that report 
lay on the Governor's desk. We are of the 
opinion that when a system of retrench- 
ment finally is adopted and the Arcadian 
dreamers are expelled from their“little heav- 
ens some of them will really go mad. And 
perhaps when they are removed from Sac- 
ramento to Stockton or Napa, like the stu- 
dent with the olive wreath and the Attic 
gown, they will find their Utopia come true. 

These visionaries play with certain com- 
missions as artiessly-as a child with a me 
chanical toy; and when the functions< of 
two or more commissions clash they rage. 
It is utterly incomprehensible to them that 
the industries which their particular com- 
missions are supposed to regulate should 
protest against costly and senseless inter- 
ference. It means nothing to them that 
they are spending millions of the people's 
money for meaningless regulations. The 
only real thing to them is the Utopia of 
their imaginations. They rage at econo 
mists like rabid dogs at the sight of weter. 

Many -citizens living in sections of the 
State remote from Sacramento are incapa- 
ble of understanding the method. of reason- 
ing that led the Governor to repudiate the 
report of his own BKconomy and Efficiency 
Commi! They have never lived in an 
atmosp surcharged with commission- 
ized government, where theoretical reform- 

The Governor probably intends to be just. 
He is sincere. But Lenine, too, is sincere 
Honesty of purpose is no protection against 
faulty conception; history reveals that iz- 
norance and inexperience are even greater 
menaces to good government than intelll- 
gent vice. Justice consists in subordinat- 
ing the interests of the few the interests 
of the many. The Governo@ fails to per- 
ceive that the officeholders, while constant- 
ly increasing in humber, are stWl far short 
of a majority. He regarded any attempt to 
co-ordinate commissions and systematize 
State government as the invasion of rad- 
icalism. The Times tried to get the Gov- 
ernor’s definition of a “radical,” but failed. 
It would be interesting as a sociological cu- 
riosity. 

The Times has declared repeatedly in 
the last four years that any movement for 
a consolidation of State commissions end 
retrenchment in State expense must come 
from somewhere outside Sacramento. Leg- 
islatures assembled there succumb to the 
influence of the commissions. Some mem- 
bers are immune, but it affects the mafor- 
ity. And the problem with which the pres- 
ent majority most deeply and most obvious- 
ly concern themselves is not how they 
shall reduce State expense, but whether 
they can sweat the taxpayers for an addi- 
tional $5,000,000 this year to provide for 
some new commissions.

AND NATIONALITY. 

A vexatious problem of the day, ranking 
before many. others in importance, is the 
recognition and differentiation of national- 
ity. Mixed with it, but by no means iden- 
‘tical In its scope, is the distinction o* race. 
“agai a burning issues, and may ‘be blaz- 

In Europe, up to the nineteenth century, 
nationalities had been denied their proper 
development, and dynastic reasons had di- 
vided peoples. During the century many 
peoples asserted themselves nationally, no 
tably Germany, Italy and Hungary; and yet, 
in the very assertion of their rfght to na- 
tional life, the dominant race, claiming to 
be the “nation,” was guilty of grave injus- 
tices to other racial elements which were 
included in the national community. - To- 
day one of the serious questions before the 
Peace Conference is the seeming indiffer- 
ence of the statesmen of Italy to the de- 
mands of a new nationality, the Jugo-Slavs, 
claiming a fight to a seaboard. The Hun- 
garians, after having won a victory in the 
assertion of their nationality under Kos- 
suth—and the liberal peoples of the world 
hailed him gs a hero—have been strangely 
unjust to the other races ruled from Buda- 
pest. And resurgent Poland, welcoming 
the dawn of a new national life, under fa- 
vorable auspices, has begun badly with its 
anti-Jewish pogroms. 

The United States began its national life 
remote from dynastic and national issues 
and opened its doors freely to immigrants 
from Europe; there was no industrial Asia 
at the time. It was hampered, however, 
from the outset by a race question, that of 
the negro. Desiring to establish a “unt- 
form rule of naturalization” Congress 
a law—the first law dealing with 
naturalization—in March 26, 1790, providing 
that “Any alien being a free white person 
who shall have resided within the limits 
and under the jufisdiction of the United 
States for the term of two years may be 
admitted to become a citizen thereof.” 
With the negro was excluded at the same 
time the Indian, as not capable of exercis- 
ing the duties and responsibilities of citi 
zenship. 

Within half a century the Indian having 
settled down in hig various nations—Chero- 
kee, Choctaw and the others—and having 
become a landed proprietor, ceased to be 
a menace of any kind; and so strangely 
did the race prejudice die out that Amer- 
ican “whites” began even to boast of In- 
dian descent, so subtly was it interwoven 
with coveted property in land. Today those 
of mixed blood prefer to assert their In- 
dian descent rather than be mistaken for 
half-Italians or half-Mexicans. 

‘It was not until eighty years after the 
first naturalization law of 1790 that the 
negro was admitted to citizenship. In July, 
1870,.Congress provided that “the naturaliz- 
ation laws are hereby extended to aliens 
of African nativity and to persons of Af- 
rican descent.” It was apparently supposed 
at the time of its passing that the provision 
removeil all race discrimination from our 
naturalization laws. Three years later a 
Chinese was naturalized in New York; and 
about fourteen hundred have since become 
citizens. Then came up the labor ques- 
tion: the flooding of the Pacific Coast with 
cheap and efficient oriental workmen, who 
were evidently a menace to our institutions. 
By 1882 Congress had passed a law suspend- 
ing Chinese immigration for ten years; and 
it was followed by more drastic legislation. 
The weakness of the Chinese government, 
notoriously incapable of looking after the 
interests of its subjects abroad, allowed 
this special and discriminating legislation 
to pass with mere ineffective protests. The 
naturalization laws have thus dealt exclu- 
sively with three classes of persons: “free 
white persons,” always admissille; per- 
gons of “African birth or descent,” admitte4 
by the law of 1870; and “Chinese.” The 
subsequent extension of the term “Chinese” 
to mean “of Mongolian race” is a pure as- 
sumption of our interpreters of the law. 

As it happens, while outwardly alike, yet 
in national ideals and in many vital ways, 
no two peoples are more unlike than the 


| Japanese and the Chinese. The Japanese 


native.

absorbed Chinese civilization fourteen hun- 
dred years ago, but they never became Chi- 
nese in race or national ideals. The two 
languages are so unlike that they even be- 
long to different categories of language; 
one being monosyllabic, the other aggluti- 
With the cult of the sword, de- 
spised in China, Japan has become a pow- 
erful entity as a nation; she hag the na- 
tional instinct. She has a logical right to 
ask why this illicit Interpretation of “Chi- 
nese” *as meaning “of Mongolian race” 
should hamper her relations with the Wash- 
ington government; why laws that were 
largely due to the supineness of an effete 
Peking despotism should be supposed to 
have a world significance, extending to all 
the peoples of a great continent. As if Asia 
were the only continent, moreover, that 
sends us undesirable immigrants!” 

The naturalization laws of Japan are by 
no means liberal, but they are at least on a 
logical basis, and*do not discriminate. The 
call today in thig great republic of ours is 
emphatically for a thorough revision of our 
unsatisfactory naturalization laws, made in 
haphazard fashion to meet particular con- 
ditions. All thoughtful citizens admit the 
need of safeguarding the country against 
the admission of aliens, from whatever con- 
tinent, who refuse to be assimilated: who 
remain dangerously foreign in their habits 
and ideals. The proposals contained in a 
recent pamphlet entitled “A National Pro- 
gramme for the Regulation of immigration 
and the Americanization of Immigrants,” 
which has been published by the National 
Committee for Constructive Immigration 
Legislation, are well worth the most care- 
ful study. They move in the direction of 
placing the problem of immigration outside. 
of race discrimination and race prejudice. 
Race discrimination caused one of the most 
calamitous of civil wars; it remains a dan- 
gerous element in international affairs. It 
is working untold evils today in Eastern 
Eurgge; why not guard against possible 
dangers here by framing wise legislation 
to meet the whole situation? 

The proposed regulations would deal with 


the situation, not only from the outlook on 


the Pacific, but also from that on the At- 
lantic, reducing immigration from Southern 
Europe especially manageable propor- 
tions, while thoroughly and permanently 
protecting the Pacific Coast States from all 
dangers of immigration from Asia. Regu- 
lating all immigration on a strict percent- 
age principle, say from 3 to 10 -per cent. of 
those people already naturalized, it would 
call for the creation of an hmmigration Com- 
mission “to determine annually the rate 
within the specified limitsp with power to 
admit or exclude labor under exceptional 
circumstances and to deal with other speci- 
fied and exceptional matters of importance, 
including the formulation of educational 
standards for naturalization.” Its aim 
would be to protect American labor from 
the dangers of unregulated immigration. 
All ignominious race discrimination would 
disappear. Why admit non-Caucasians like 
Tartars, Turks, Persians, Mexicans, Zulus 
and Hottentots and exclude other non-Cau- 
casians merely because they come across 
the Pacific? In doing away with this dif- 
ferential treatment of Asiatics, which car- 
ries with it untol@ possibilities of future 
wars and unpleasant entanglements, no dan- 
ger would be incurred of large immigration 
from Asia. On a 5 per cent. rate the per- 
missible immigration of Chinese and Japa- 
nese would be for many years under two 
thousand a year, a number emailer than 
that which now comes yearly. The pam- 
phiet is the result, evidently, of much grave 
and solid thought and endeavor, and its 
proposals cannot be lightly pushed aside.

Organizations working on a/small- 
er scale, and also the Red Cross, 
gave, instead of selling, to the sol- 
diers, and this of course won their 
good will, The Y did not profess 
to give merchandise to the men, .ex- 
cept in the front-line trenches. All 
it professed was to supply these 
things at cost. The Y was attempt- 
ing to supply the entire A..F. On- 
erating on this huge scale, it would 
have been very easy to give away 
a million dollars’ worth of stuff per 
day, were it obtainable, and of 
course no organization has the finan- 
celal resources to withstand this 


The organization did fine work 
while the war. was in the trenches 
and stationary. 
along the front. But when the war 
got Into the open the difficulties of 
serving the men were increased a 
hundredfold. Such huts as were 
opened were usually “One-night” af- 
fairs. Frequently there could be no 
“huts” at all. The sky was the only 
roof. All the Y men could do was 
to follow up the troops with what 
they could haul in trucks. When 
the army could hardly get up suffi- 
cient ammunition and plain rations 
for the fighting men there wasn’t 
much chance for the Y or any other 
organization to get through with 
chocolate and cigarettes. 

Personally, I saw no cases of over 
charging by the Y. I heard a man 
make the statement that he had 
been charged 60 cents for a pack- 
age of cigarettes. This seemed a 
case for investigation, but bef we go- 
ing after the secretary suprosed te 
he res 
SI questioned the man more closely. 
He corrected himself and said he 
had been charged sixty ceutimes, 
which is about 10 cents. 

Little has ever been sald regard- 
ing one of the biggest branches of 
the organization's work. That was

BRAHM VAN DEN BERG PLAYS 
|. VARIETY AT TRINITY.

Brahm Van den Berg's recital last 
night at Trinity brought out more 
musical tid-bits probably than any 
other heard for a considerable length 
of time. He played everything from 
Chopin to Saint-Saens and Godow- 
sky, including Mendelssohn and 
Schumann, and gave a most spec- 
tacular pyrotechnic revue. 

Pyrotechnics are his  particulaf 
forte; His finger work is excellent. 
precise, and he plays scales with very 
unusual ease, He excels in this par- 
ticular line.

MAJ. MAGINNIS 
IS DEAD HERE. 


Pioneer and 


of Civil War Passes. 


Body will be Taken by Widow 
to Home in Helena. 


Maj. Martin Maginnis, a pioneer 
of Montana and for eleven years 
a Congressman from that State, died 
yesterday at the Huntley apartments 
in this city, where he had been 
spending the winter with his wife. 
The remains will be taken to Helena, 
his home, on April 5, it having been 
found impossible to obtain train res- 
ervations before that date. 


Maj. Maginnis, who long was one 


of the most prominent men in the 
industrial and political life of Mon- 
tana, was born in Wayne county, 
N. Y., on. October 27, 1840. He 
was educated at the University: of 
Minnesota and on July 1, 1861, en- 
listed in the First Minnesota Volun- 
teers. He served through the’ Civil 
War, being with the Army of Poto- 
mac in all its later arog He 
in September, 


In 1866 he went to Montana and en- 
gaged in minifig. He also edited and 
published the Helena Daily Gazette. 
In 1874 he was elected to Congress 
and served until 1886. He was a 
member of the convention which 
drew up the Montana State constitu- 
tion.
